W ASHIRGTOR, May 22—Mr. Horr’s attack 
en W. H. Eaoglish was a petty republican 
trick to bring a prominent democrat into 
disrepute. Mr. Horr was neatly dressed off 
by Sunset Cox, and when Mr. Bayne offered 
the resolution to investigate English’s con- 
duct, Mr. Hammond perplexed the’ repu)!i- 
cans by an amendment to make the investi- 
gat yn apply to all ex-congressmen, who 
have been advocating claims before the 
house. When hisamendment was read Mr. 
Reed and others offered points of order 
‘against it. These were over-ruled, and they 
did not dare to vote against Mr. Hammond’s 
amendment. While Eoglish has been very 
solicitous for his son, and in some instances 
rather importunate, there is no charge or 
proof that he has used any improper induce. 
ments to secure a votein his favor. After the 


history of the corrupt’ lobby which 
fattened during republican rule and starved 
when the democrats obtained control of 
congress, and sinpceGreen B. Raum recently 
psanced over the flooras the paid lobbyist 
of the whisky ring, republican indignation 
at the interest of a father in his son’s case 
is brazen hypocricy.

It is 
said they have determined to spring his name 
on the convention if Arthur and Biaine hold 
stubbornly to their original strength, and 
that they feel very hopeful of his nomina- 
tion.

Sherman was 
very indignant against Garfield and Foster 
for months after the former was nominated 
at Chicago; but all is now forgiven, and he is 
willing to trust Charley once more.

dhs Arraignment of Hon, Wm. H. Euglish fer Lobe 
byirg in the House. 

WasHInGTon, May 22 —In the house the 
following vill was cousidered by unanimous 
consent and passed, on motion of Mr. Reed, 
of Maine: To increase to $4,400 the sa‘a: y ‘of 
the clerk of the court of Alabama claims. 

‘lhe speaker laid before the house a letter 
from the secretary of the navy recommend- 
ing the construction of vessel, gun and tor- 

em according to the plan of Captain John 
rickson. Referred. ' 

Also a letter fromthe secretary of the 
treasury transmitting the draftof a bill per- 
mitting the exportation of spirits by railroad 
routes to adjacent foreign territory with the 
benefit of the drawback of the internal rev- 
étiue tax and paid thereon. Referred. 

THE ENGLISH-PREELLE CASE, 

The house then resumed consideration of 
the English-Peelle contested election case, 
the pending question being on a motion to 
table the motion to reconsider the vote by 
which the house yesterday agreed to the mi- 
nority resolution confirming Peelle’s right to 
his seat, as a substi ute for the majority res- 
olution. The motion to table was lost by a 
tie—yeas 132. nays 132. 

Mr. Converse, of Oaio, suggested that the 
speaker should vote, but the chair replied 
that it was unnecessary. 

The following democrats voted with 
republicans: 

Messrs Aiken, Beach, Findley, Greenleaf. Harde- 
mar, Herbert, Hewitt, of Alabama, Hunt. Jones, 
of Wisconrin, Lere, Levring. Mills, Morgan, Mone- 
ton, Neece. Pesl, of Arkansas. Potter, Stevens, 
Sumner, of California, Throckmorton, Tillman, 
Turner, of Georgia, Weller, Woodward, Worthing- 
ton and Yaple, 

There was some difficulty in regard to the 
pairs, but by diligent work on the part of 
Messre. Post, of Pennsylvania, and Wilson, 
of lowa, who have charge of them for the 
respective sides of the house, they were 
finally straightened out. The question then 
recurred on the motion to reconsider and it 
was agreed to—veas 153, nays 130, 

STRUGGLE OFFER A POINT OF ORDER. 

Between tne first and second votes Messrs. 
Lawrence and Lanham were paired. Mr. 
Weller, who bad voted with the republicans 
on the motion to lay on the table, this time 
refrained from voting, and Mr. Warren. of 
Onio and Patton, of Peon+yivania, who had 
not before yuted onthis motion in the affir- 
mative. This accounts for the change in the 
result. 

Mr. Browne, of Indiana, moved to recom. 
mitthe caseto the committee on elections 
with instructions to that committee to make 
a re-count of the ballots cast forthe contestant 
and contestee in all the several voting pre 
cinctsin the county of Marion in the seventh 
congressional district of Indiana, and makea 
— of the result thereof. 

r. Springer, of Illinois, made the point 
of order that the motion was not in order. as 
the rule which permitted the morion to,re- 
commit applied in terms to ‘*bills,’’ and not 
to ‘resolutions’’ He made the further point 
that even were it in order to recommit a reso- 
lution, it was now too late to make the motion, 
as the house had taken action under the op- 
eration of the previous question. 

The speaker overruled the point of order. 
The motion to reconsider having been carried 
the house was precisely in the same position 
tsithad been when the previous question 
was ordered, As to the othor point, 
that it owas not. in order to 
revommit aresolution,tne chair was of opinion 
that the term ‘*bill’”’ was a generic term, and 
included all legislative propositions which 
could come before the house. 

Mr, Biackburn inquired whether it was not 
& fact that under the law of Indiana the bal- 
lots were ouiy required to be preserved for 
six nionths. Tuat period haviog expired, 
there would be no offense committed against 
the laws of indiana if the ballots were de~ 
stroyed or tampered with. 

Mr. Peelle, of Indiana, replied that as a

MR. HORR'S CHARGE AGAINST M&. ENGLISH. 

Mr. Herr, of Micnigan, rising to a question 
of privilege, said no ex-member of congress

I now rise to say that 
it has been brought to my notice by a demo- 


violation of the dignity and integrity of this 
houso that it ought not to go unnoticed. 

‘I desire to say,’’ replied Mr. Randall, of 
Pennsylvania, ‘‘that the father of the con- 
testant would be unnatural if he did not 
take the deepest interest in his son's contest 
(applause on the democrat and derisive 
laughter on the republican side), and I stand 
here a witness to the fact that that gentle- 
man has exercised the most careful proprie- 
ty in connection therewith. (Applause on 
the democratic side, 

“And I want to say further,’’ broke in Mr. 
Blount, of Georgia.’ that it is a notorious 
fact, known by all the members on this floor, 
that this rule has been violated time and 
again; that ex-members of congres3, in the 
employ of railroad companies anc other in- 
terests, have been here imporruning members 
on this floor.”’ 

‘Why did you not call attention to it?’ 
inquired Mr. Brown, of Pennsylvania. 

“Why have not you done it?’ retorted 
Mr Blount. 

**Because I have not 
Mr. Brown. 

“Oh, my dear sir, you area very innoceut 
person,”’ retarned Mr. Blount. ‘“‘I. want to 
add that this rule hes been obsolete for 
months and years. It ought to have been 
enforced and the gentieman from Indiana 
is certainly excusable under the circum- 
stances, when the rule has been obsolete in 
every other direciion.”’ 

Mr. Springer, of Illinois, made the point 
that the rule related to a person who was in- 
terested in a claim pending before congress. 
It had reference to a pecuniary interest, to 
hired attorneys coming on the floor and ad- 
vocating the passage of claims, and it had 
never been assumed that it had any reference 
to a gentleman who comes looking after the 
interest of a friend or relative in a contested 
election case. 

Mr. Horr said he had made the state- 
ment, not for the purpose of any political 
claptrap (incredulous laughter on the demo- 
crat side), but because he found that 
the dignity of the house and 
its honor was being violated and 
he felt it to be his duty to call the attention 
ofthe houseto the fact. The gentleman 
from Pennsylvania said that it was natural 
for a father to feel for hissoh. So it was, but 
it was also natural for him,if be had the 
sense of honor he shouid have, todoitina 
seemly and becoming manner,——”’ 

. “And so he has,’”’ exclaimed Mr. Randall. 

‘“‘And not to doit,’’ continued Mr. Horr, 
“by outraging the rules of this house, 1f you 
do not believe what Itell you, investigate 
this matter,and 1 promise to prove a good 
deal more than I have stated. No man with 
a keen sense of honor would be found on this 
floor doing what he has been doingin this 
case.”’ 

The speaker said that the gentleman had 
submitted no motion tuthe house. The fact 
that thegentleman complained of is an ex- 
member, was not disputed, but it was alleged 
that he had violated his privilege. That was 
a matter for the house to investigate and de 
termine. [t was not a matter which the chair 
could determine exparte. 

A MOTION TO ARREST. 

Mr. White, of Kentucky, moved that the 
sergeant-at-arms be directed to arrest Hon. 
William H. English, and bring him to the 
bar of the house to show whether he has vio- 
lated the privileges of the floor. 

This motion was received with laughter, 
and Mr. White subsequently withdrew it, 
saying that he didso atthe requestof the 
contestee. 

Mr. Cox, of New York, then rose ‘o defend 
his old friend, who had been insulted by the 
motion. He gave the origin of the rule regu- 
lating the admission of ex-members to the 
floor. He had originally drawn up the rule at 
a time when the republican party was rising 
towards the — height of corruption, and 
when ex-members came here to lobby for 
railroad grabs which the democratic party 
was now undertaking to forfeit (applause on 
the democratic side) 

Mr. Milliken, of Maine—Is there any high- 
er claim or more sacred claim than the title 
of amember to his seat? 

Mr. Cox—I wouid rather have a man come 
here undertaking to present the claims of his 
son honorably to the house than your mean, 
sneaking mercenaries that come here to grab 
and raid the public treasury. 

Mr. Bayne, of Pennsylvania, offered a reso- 
lution instructing the committee on rules to 
inguire and report to the house whether or 
not Hon. Williom H. English, an ex-mem- 
ber of this house. has violated the privileges 
thereof in the contested election case of 
English vs Peelle. 

The speaker said that while the resolution 
undoubtedly presented the question of priv- 
ilege, he didn’tthink that it was of higher 
privilege than the right of a member to bis 
seat, and except by consent it could not be 
offered. 

Mr. Blackburn said the resolution would 
be adopted by acclamation. 

Mr. Hobliizell objecting, Mr. Bayne with- 
drew the resolution for the time being. 

MR ENGLISH SEATED 

The quesiion recurring on the minority 
resolution, it was lost,yeas, 128, nays.129, and 
the majvrity resolution was adopted—yeas, 
130, nays, 127. 

William E English then appeared at the 
bar of the house and took the oath of office. 

Mr. Bayne reoffered his resolution as a 
question of privilege. 

Mr. Dunn, of Arkansas, suggested that it 
be amended by directing an inquiry as to 
whether Green B Raum, late member of tiis 
house, had lobbied for the whiky bill. 

Mr. Thompson, of Kentucsy, hoped that 
nosuch ameadment would be pressed. 

Mr. Bayne said that he made bis proposi- 
tion in good faith for the purpose of preserv- 
ing the integrity and dignity cf the house. 
He cared not whomit might hit. He offered 
it because he hadinformatton that a member 
of this house had voted in tbe early part of 
the proceedings, that he had been asked to 
leave his seat, that he bad left his seat, had 

one into consultation with English, and that 
+ had thereafter disappeared from the floor of 
the house witbout having been forced. Having 
that information be felt it to be right and just 
that an inguiry should be made by a compe- 
tent committee. (The member to whom Mr. 
Bayne makes reference is Mr. Weller, of 
lowa, who voted on the firat roli call to day, 
and did not du so thereafter). Whenever aa 
ex-member came on the floor and attempted 
to influence any legislative actioa, he should 
be heid up to public contempt and hatred, 
and should be exposed in order that the 
deliberationsof this body should be kept 
clear of any such interference. 

THE CHARGE THROWN BACK. 

Mr. Nicholls, ot Georgia, inqaired whether 
the attorney for Mr. Peelle nad not been 
constantly lob byiien on the floor. 

Mr. Horr replied that he knew nothing 
about it, but be wasinformed that Mr Peelle’s 
attorney had not. e 

Mr. Nicholis—I have been informed ex- 
acily the reverse. 

Mr. sHorr—If the gentleman knows that 
fact and feels interested in the dignity and 
propriety of the procesdiogs of the house, the

WAEBD's BUSINESS METHODS. 
The effidavit of William H. Bingham 
against Ferdinand Ward sets forth that he is 
acquainted with the advances of money made 
by Tappan and the investments of iike char- 


acter, but he does not name the amount. He 
says/further that two months before the fail- 
ure he met Ward in the Marine bank, and 
told Ward ‘he would like to 
get somte estimate of the risk of 
the business, and that if he could be 
more fully informed of the nature and risks 
of Grant & Ward's business, he «ould secure 
a large amountof money. Ward said thatif 
he was willing to divulge the nature of the 
business he could command millions to 
Bingham’s thousands.

Since this time he( Bingham) had, with 
the aid of the government contractor, inves- 
tigated the claims of Ward about the con- 
tracts and found that none existed, and that 
Ward’s siatements were false. On the day 
he made these discoveries he met James D.

The Utah Bill Again Pesipened—The Labor Bi! 
Taken Up. 

WaASHNGTON, May 22.—Proceeding to the 
calendar of cases unobjected to, the senate 
took up the bill to probibit the mailing of 
newspapers and other publications contain- 
ing lottery advertisements. After the reading 
of the report of the majority of the committee 
in support of the bil!, and that of the com- 
mittee in opposition, Mr. Vest objected to the 
consideration of the bill. 

Mr. Wilson then moved to proceed with its 
consideration, notwithstanding the objec:ion. 

On this motion the yeas and nays were 
called, and the senate, by a vote of 22 yeas 
to 20 nays, decided not to proceed with the 
bill at present. It therefore goes to the foot 
of the calendar. 

Senator Logan reported from the com. 
mittee on appropriations, the pension appro- 
priat.en bill as amended by that committee, 
As reported the bill provides for the reappro- 
priation of the unexpended balance or the 
appropriations for disabled pensioners for 
the current year, estimated at $66 000 000, 
(and for the appropriation of an additional 
$29,000,000 for the payment of pensions, 
$5 000 000 for the fees of examining surgeons, 
$336,200 for the payment and allowances of 
pension agents, and $10,000 for the conting- 
ent expenses of pension agents, The cou» 
mittee has stricken from the bill all legisla- 
tion attached to it bv the house, 

At 2 o’clock the Utah bill came up as the 
regular order. On motion of Mr. Biair the 
Utah bill was again temporarily laid aside in 
order to resume consideration of the bill pro- 
viding for the establishment of a bureau of 
labor statistics, Mr. Williams first giving no- 
tice that tomorrow, at 2 o’clock, he would 
call up the Mexican soldiers’ pension bill. 
The discussion of the labor bureau bill occu- 
pied the remainder of the session. Without 
reaching @ vote upon any of the numerous 
amendments proposed, Mr. Aldrich and Mr. 
Harrison submitted, in order that they might 
be printed, brief substitutes for the bill cover- 
ing substantially the same provisions. Pend» 
ing debate the senate adjourned. 


‘COMMITTEE LEGISLATION, 


Certain Partsaofthe Hewitt Bill to be Acted on— The 
Civil Service Hill. 


WASHINGTON, May 22.—The committee of 
ways and means today decided to report rep- 
resentative Beach’s bill to refund the duties 
upon goods on shipboard when the tariff act 
of March 3, 1883, wentinto effect. The com- 
mittee also began the consideration of repre- 
sentative Hewitt's tariff bill, which was re- 
cently introduced, confining consideration to 
that portion which explains the present tariff 
law. It was determined to communicate 
with the secretary of the treasury relative to 
the administration of the law as proposed by 
the bill. Toe members of the committee ex- 
pressed the opinion that no consideration will 
be given to that portion of Hewitt’s bill 
which relates to the reduction of the tariff. 
They say a favorable report will 
probably be made on that 
portion the discussion of which was began to- 
day. 

The house committee on civil service re- 
form to-day unanimously directed a favora- 
bie report of the bill introduced by Mr, Long, 
of Massachusetts, to repeal the tenure of ol- 
fice acts. To this, was attached asan amend- 
ment,the Wilis bill repeating sections 769, 
1,864, 2,217, 2,244, 2,413 and 3.830 of the revised 
statutes,which fix the term of office of ceriain 
officers at four years. Thisis identical with 
the Willis bill which failed of passage some 
time ago under the suspension of the rules, 
except that section which provides that the 
chief jasticeand associate justices of the su- 
preme courtof each territory shall be ap- 
pointed to hold office during good behavior, 
is omitted. 3 

The house committee on public health to- 
day agréed to report adversely on the bill ex- 
tending the powers of the. national board of 
healta. It wasaiso agreed toreport the reso- 
lution appropria ing $200,000 as a contingent 
fund to be drawn at the discretion of the 
president, which includes the unexpended 
balance of an appropriation of $115,000 made 
last year, and also a resolution appropriatiog 
$25 000 for salaries and ex- 
penses of the board of health. The ac. 
tion of the committee is to settl, 
the dispute between the national board o, 
health and amrine bospital service relative 
to the work of the officals of the two bodies. 

Owing to the failure of congress to appro- 
priate the money asked for to publish the 
monthly pilot chart issued from the hy- 
drographic office, to cover the expenses of the 
branch office at the various ports of the At- 
lantic and Pacific coasts, orders were issued 
from the navy department to-day to close 
these offices on the ist of July next, and to 
discontinue the publication of the pilot chart 
afver that date.

RUMOR ABOUT THE GRANTS. 

Rumors were floating around Wall street 
thisxaftarnoon which could betracedto no 
reliable source, that U 8S. Grant, Jr., had 
suddenly left for Canada. Upon the appli 
cation of the state attorney-general this mor 
ning, Judge Pratt, of the supreme court, 
appointed Freeling H. Smith, temporary 
receiver of the Atlantic State bank, of Brook- 
lyn.

THE CHARGES AGAINST DIMOCK

in this state. The first suit is brought by 
Andrew F. Underhill to recover $22,275 for 
losses sustained in purchases and sales by the 
plaintiff, at the instigation of the defendants, 
of stock of the Binkers and Merchants Tele- 
graph company. The plaintiff borrowed $7,~ 
090 from the defendants, but alleges that over 
and above all counter claims, there is due 
bim $ 3,175.

Hanna against 
Dimock & Co. to recover $79 666. The plain- 
tiffs borrowed $100,000 from the defendants 
and to secure the payment of the loan lodged 
with them two hundred first mortgage bonds 
of the Central lowa railroad company, Lii- 
nois division, of the par value of $1,000 each. 
It was agreed that the firm might rebypothe 
cate them for a sum not exceeding $100,000. 
It it alleged that the firm rebypothecated 
these seeurities for the repayment 
of $250,000, which had been bor 
rowed by them from various persons. This 
pledge was concealed from the plainttffs un- 
til after Dimock & Co. failed. The plaint ffs 
cixim to have sustained a loss of $79,666 Tue 
third attachment was obtained by Wilber- 
force Sully for $124,744. Toe papers allege 
that between October, 1883, and April 21, 
1884, Wilberforce Sully subscribed for and 
purchased 21,000 shares of the telegraph com- 
pany’s stock at various prices, under an agree- 
ment with Dimock Co, sinfilar to 
that of Underbill, and that he 
subsequently sustained a loss of $124,774

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THE BANKRUPTCY BILL. 


Dead for This Seasion end Probably tor Geod~ Per- 
tietent Appews)« fer Ic. 

Wasuiseton, May 22.—[Special.}|—Advos 
cates of the bankruptcy bill are usiog every 
possi ble means to secure its passage. They 
began early in the session and have refreshed 
rather than diminished their energies as the 
time for action on the billgrewshorter.

CHICAGO'S PREPARATIONS FOR 
THS REPUBLICAN CONVENTION, 


The Hetels eg which the Delegates of the cveral 
Statcaare Quartered—The Oocavention Cheme 
ber and Hew Admissiens are to be Ode 
teined— Logam Oat of the Racer. 


CHICAGO, May 22.—{Special.} — The 
near approach of the national 
republican convention is draw- 
ing hither some of the delegates, and especi« 
ally the henchmen and workers for the prom- 
inent candidates and dark horsss. Univer- 
sal activity is seen in political circles and 
mysterious conferences are held almost daily 
with the ultimate ooject of strengthening the 
lines of favorites and to diseuss the chances 
of favorable coalitions and combinations of 
strength. The end of the week will witness 
the arrival of probably two hundred delegates, 


and the number of outsiders, politicians with 
influence, who will assembie by that time 
will far exceed those figures, although rhe 
leading hotels are said to have about ail their 
rooms engaged, still the great crowd 
can’t be housed without much diffi- 
culty.

CROPS 1N THE SCATEB. 

The report of Commissioner Henderson for 
the month of April is not discouraging. The 
area in corn is as large as it wes last year. 
There ts a good stand throughout the state, 
and while the crop was planted late and ha; 
suffered some injury from hard rain storms, 
there is reason to expect a good outturn. The 
acreage in oatsis only two per cent below 
last year’s, although a large percentage of the 
fall-sown crop was winter killed. Most of 
the area that was devastated by the frosts of 
the winter was re-seeded in the spring, 
and the prospect § is stili favoravle 
for an average crop. There will doubtless be 
a fair crop of wheat, although about fifteen 
per cent of the crop was winter killed, If the 
winter had been an ordinary one the crops 
of eats and wheat would probe!'y have ex- 
ceeded those of any other year. Even now 
the prospect is by no means poor. 

The area in cotton i» reported one per cent 
below the area of last year. The decrease is 
chiefly in north Georgia. The crop at the end 
of April was seven days late. About 
an equal amount of commercial fertilizers 
has been used, as compared with last year, 
and the increase in the use of home composis 
is considerable. The stand is generally good 
in the state, and the conditidn of the crop is 
not uppromising. 

Of the minor crops, there will be less sugar 
cane, more sorghum, an equal amount of 
rice, more clover, less fruit except grapes, 
made in the state according to present indi- 
cations, - Stock of all kinds is free from 
disease; and in fair condition. The 
supply of labor is about what 
it was one yearazo. Thirty-five per cent of 
the labor on the farms of the state is em- 
ployed for wages, thirty.seight per cent -is 
hired on shares and twenty~seven per cent 
work as renters. The average monthly wages 
paid full hands for farm work is $9 50, except 
in southeast Georgia, where it is $11 50.

THE FIRST ON THE SCENE

wound previously made, and gasping a few times, 
died. The body was shortly after removed to the 
residence of his brotner, Mr. Randolph Hines, cor.

THE FATAL KNIFE 

The knife used to commit the fearful deed wasa 
small white handle, singie bladed penknife, the 
blade of which wasnot more than an inch and 


three quarters long,and open was less than four 
inches in leagth. shere werea number of small 
gushes under the left ear, then one long gash 
from ear to ear, severing everything to the bone, 
making @ most ghastly wound, 

Mr. Hines came Gown from Atlanta Tuesday 
nightio jvin his wife, who has been spending 
some time with the family of Mr. Thacker B. How- 
ard, of this city. He wason the street trequently 
yesierday,and his strange conduct convinced his 
friendsthat his mind was seriously impaired 
He was also a physical wreck, having suffered 
for years from dysyepsia, and having lostall hope 
ofr covery he sought relief in the grave. 

Thom:s J Hines was the sonof Mr, T. Jeff Hines, 
ati influenfiai citizen and farmer of Stewart coun- 
ty,audbrothe of Mr. Randolph Hines and Mrs. 
William Cade, of this city He was abecut thirty- 
nine yearsof age, and was Weli known here, where 
he lived previous to his removal to Atianta. He 
married Miss Ciatilda DeLaunay, daughter of the 
late Gustavus DeLaunay, of thiscity. There were 
mauy rumors on the street to-day atiributing the 
cause of the rash act to pecuniary losses sustained 
by the failure of James’ Bauk, unfortunate specu- 
iations, etc,, but parties ip a position to know say 
they a:e Without foundation in fact, and thatthe 
act Can Only be attributed to nervous prostration, 
produced by continued ill health.

A reporter of the Journal asked Captain 
Howell, president of the Kimball] house com- 
pany, if he considered the completion ef the 
hotel an assured fact now since the amount 
asked for had been subscribed.
